verhood of the Soviet howelaad,

The chairnan then called upon Politkure senber 
iL, », Beria to speak, lxcerpts from thia speech reveal 
that Heria concentrated ca the two major developments 
that had transpired since the last Party Congress. 
First, the victery of the goviet Unios is Yerld War Ti 
bas shown the whole world that the streagth and might 
ofthe socialist state are invincible, However, the An-~- 
erican inperialiste have failed to learns this Leeson, 
and “are again puebing the peoples into the abyas of a 
world war", even though such a war would only speed 
their collapse and disaster, The sevend major develop-~ 
weat centered around the sew powerful upsurge of the 
doviet econony, and especially the pregressa brought to 
the industry of the Soviet Zepublics in Central Agia 
ia comparigon to that of their backward aeighbers, 
Turkey, Persia and Afghasiatas. 


Beria concluded by paying tribute to the Great 
Rus@ian people as the leading forve ia the Soviet Union.

in the Misistry ef Cettes Crewing, 


Minister of War Ag &, Vasilevaky stressed in his 
speech that the peace policy of the USSR should sot be 
misuadersteed to indicate that the Soviet Union is 
wilitarily weak, but on the contrary, the Soviet Army 
is fully prepared to defend the nother land, 
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Other speakers recounted the production aad cuitu-~ 
ral successes of their regions, after directing critician 
towards various ainistries and orgenisaticns for short~ 
eomings, A, E, Eorniachak of the Ukraine, for example, 
called for an irreconcilable attitude toward the sligh- 
test wanifestation of bourgeois sationglism and criti- 
Giged Soviet writers for set deing their part in ex- 
posing ideological aberrations, 


Coument: It is customary to have Polithure sen- 
bers and secretaries of varicus Republics and impor- 
tant oblasts “discuss” the reports given at the party 
congresses, These plaseed comments on important sectious 
of Malenkow"s speech are intended to emphasize the 
unity ef the Soviet peoples and toe underline the thence 
which the 19th Congress is developing --- the great 
atrides sade in the Secialiat world which is building 
for peace as contrasted with the deepeniag crisis of 
the capitalist world under US aggressive policies, 
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
